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Many people in this country think that forestry 
had never been tried until the Government began to 
practice it upon the National Forests. 
What Yet forestry is practiced by every civ- 
Forestry Has ..,. ; i hata 
aaah ilized country in the world except China 
and Turkey. It gets results which can 
be got in no other way, and whieh are necessary to 
the general welfare. 

What forestry has done abroad is the strongest 
proof of what it can accomplish here. The remark- 
able success of forest management in the civilized 
countries of Europe and Asia is the most forcible 
argument which can be brought in support of wise 
forest use in the United States. 

The more advanced and progressive countries ar- 
rive first and go farthest in forestry, as they do in 
other things. Indeed, we might almost take forestry 
as a yardstick with which to measure the height of 
a civilization. On the one hand, the nations which 
follow forestry most widely and systematically would 
be found to be the most enlightened nations. . On the 
other hand, when we applied our yardstick to such 
countries as are without forestry, we could say with 

good deal of assurance, by this test alone, “Here 
is a backward nation.” 

The countries of Europe and Asia, taken together, 
have passed through all the stages of forest history 
and applied all the known principles of forestry. They 
are rich in forest experience. The lessons of forestry 
were brought home to them by hard knocks. Their 
forest systems were built up gradually as the result 
of hardship. They did not first spin fine theories and 
then apply those theories by main force. On the con- 
trary, they began by facing disagreeable facts. Every 
step of the way toward wise forest use, the world 
ver, has been made at the sharp spur of want, suf- 
ering, or loss. As a result, the science of forestry 
one of the most practical and most directly useful 
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of all the sciences. It is a serious work, undertaken 
as a measure of relief, and continued as a safeguard 
against future calamity. 

The United States, then, in attacking the problem 
of how best to use its great forest resources, is not 
in the position of a pioneer in the field. It has the 
experience of all other countries to go upon. There 
is no need for years of experiment with untried 
theories. The forest principles which hundreds of 
years of actual practice have proved right are at its 
command. The only question is, How should these 
be modified or extended to best meet American con- 
ditions? In the management of the National Forests 
the Government is not working in the dark. Nor is it 
slavishly copying European countries. It is putting 
into practice, in America, and for Americans, prin- 
ciples tried and found correct, which will insure to 
all the people alike the fullest and best use of all 
forest resources. 

Take the case of Germany. Starting with forests 
which were in as bad shape as many of our own 
which have been recklessly cut over, it raised the aver- 
age yield of wood per acre from 20 cubic feet in 
1830 to 65 cubic feet in 1904. During the same period 
of time it trebled the proportion of saw timber got 
from the average cut, which means, in other words, 
that through the practice of forestry the timberlands 
of Germany are of three times better quality to-day 
than when no system was used. And in fifty-four 
years it increased the money returns from an average 
acre of forest sevenfold. 

In France forestry has decreased the danger from 
floods, which threaten to destroy vast acreas of fertile 
farms, and in doing so has added many millions of 
dollars to the National wealth in new forests. It has 
removed the danger from sand dunes and in their 
place has created a property worth many millions of 
dollars. Applied to the State forests, which are small 
in comparison with the National Forests of this coun 
try, it causes them to yield each year a net revenue of 
more than $4,700,000, though the sum spent on each 
acre for management is over 100 times greater than 
that spent on the forests of the United States. 

France and Germany together have a population 
of 100,000,000, in round numbers, against our prob- 
able 85,000,000, and State forests of 14,500,000 acres 
against our 160,000,000 acres of National Forests ; but 
France and Germany spend on their forests $11,000,- 
ooo a year and get from them in net returns $30,000,- 
000 a year, while the United States spent on the Na- 
tional Forests last year $1,400,000.and secured a net 
return of less than $130,000. 

In Switzerland, where every foot of agricultural 
land is of the greatest value, forestry has made it pos- 
sible for the people to farm all land fit for crops, and 
so has assisted the country to support a larger popu- 
lation, and one that is more prosperous, than would 
be the case if the valleys were subjected to destructive 
floods. In a country as small as Switzerland, and one 
which contains so many high and rugged mountains, 
this is a service the benefits of which can not be 
measured in dollars. It is in Switzerland also, in 
the Sihlwald, that forestry demonstrates beyond con- 
tradiction how great a yield in wood and money it 
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may bring about if applied consistently for a number 


of years. 








The Indiana railway commission which has stirred 

up the railway companies of the state with much 

vigor has gone after the express com- 

Express panies. By an order issued this week by 

Disclosures. the Indiana railroad commission, the rates 

charged by the express companies to 

and from all points in Indiana are reduced from 10 

to 12 per cent. Ten days are given the companies 
in which to rearrange their schedules. , 

The commission accompanies its order with a long 
statement, in which a history of several of the com- 
panies is epitomized in support of the charge that 
they have been making “fabulous” profits while oper- 
ating almost entirely on “water.” 

The commission says that it was able to get few 
facts from the express companies regarding their 
capital stock or income, and that for this reason it 
was forced to refer to the’ published statements of 
the express companies’ affairs. The companies, it is 
said, refused or neglected to produce information re- 
garding loss and damage claims, wages and salaries, 
legal expenses and taxes, and “yet contended that 
these items should be considered.” 

The commission says that the American Express 
company in 1850 had a capital stock of $150,000, 
which in four years was increased to $750,000, and 
that in 1868 the company increased its capital to $18,- 
000,000. 

It says that the Adams company in 1854 had a capi- 
tal stock of $1,200,000, which by 1875 had been in- 
creased to $12,000,000. In none of these instances, 
the commission says, was any additional money paid 
to the treasuries, all the increases being from profits 
derived from the business. 

Commenting on the Adanis company, the report 
says: 

“This great company is not without power of in- 
vention. Under an immense increment in business, 
with no proportional economic rate reduction, a great 
surplus accumulated. 

“Something had to be done with it; hence, in 1808, 
to indemnify its shareholders against personal liabil- 
ity, $12,000,000 in bonds were distributed to the hold- 
ers of 120,000 shares of stock, and, wonderful to say, 
in 1906 the surplus was again a great burden, and 
without even the pretense of indemnification for per- 
sonal liability the golden floodgates were again opened 
and $24,000,000 poured out to the shareholders of this 
company. 

“From time to time dividends, in 1906, amounting 
to $10 per share, and from $4 to $10 for many years, 
were distributed, and the company seriously assures 
us that it never has defaulted in the payment of in- 
terest on its bonds, and except, as stated, never de- 
clared a bond dividend. 

“What a gullible public! What fortunate share- 
holders! What a beneficent common carrier—to its 
owners!” 

The information set forth in the official opinion 
in regard to the P&cific Express company is even 
more interesting. This company was organized under 
the laws of Nebraska Oct. 1, 1879, with a capital stock 
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of $6,000,000. There has been no stock divicdeng 
and no bond dividend, but the company has paid diyj- 
dends, says the commission, with almost absolute reg- 
ularity. In the last twenty years $8,334,000 has been 
divided among its shareholders, and, in addition, 
surplus of $1,529,679 has piled up. 

The commission says it got evidence as to what dis- 
position was made of the $6,000,000 capital stock 
from John A. Brewster, auditor of the company, who 
testified that the stock was given to the Wabash. 
Union Pacific, and Missouri Pacific railroad com- 
panies for rights and franchises. He testified that 
twelve stockholders of this company are railroads. 
and that they get the dividends. 








THE fact that the arrangement ef our import tariff 
is made and controlled politically rather than judicial), 
operates seriously to the disadvantage of 
For Remodeled}, iness interests and particularly to the 
aisiuadk disadvantage of manufacturers who em- 
ploy imported products in the prepara 
tion of their finished wares. Our Congress, which 
regulates these affairs, is proverbially slow in attain- 
ing ends, and the known fact that what is aptly styled 
“tinkering” with the tariff always and_ unfailingl) 
halts and prostrates the industries that depend upon 
congressional tariff conclusions, and these depressions 
begin with the earliest intimation of possible readjust- 
ments in schedules and continue until the end of the 
congressional deliberations ; and these are not exempt 
from influences that too frequently, it may. be said, 
ate improper and unfair. What may be the cours 
on the final determination of political bodies is un- 
guessable, and what may determine the political in- 
dividual in his course depends upon conditions that 
are problems quite beyond the acumen of mortal ken. 
Present conditions of creating and regulating the 
tariff on imports are unsatisfactory and wrong. The 
entire matter should be wholly removed from politics 
and political influence ; and this has been recently pro- 
posed in a measure seeking to establish a tariff com- 
mission whose members’ tenure of office shall be of 
seven years’ duration; but a weak point in the pro- 
posed plan is a provision that its conclusions shall b« 
subject to a final action of Congress, or in other words, 
the commission is expected to gather the data and 
thrash over the matter and then present its conclusions 
to Congress to be juggled about politically to final 
determination. It is doubtful if this method would 
better matters in the least, in point of expedition or 
otherwise, for the political finality would remain un 
changed and the item of political vulnerability would 
remain unaltered. Why wouldn't it be far better to 
remove the tariff from Congress wholly, and give th« 
whole matter over to a permanent commission of hon 
est and honestly chosen men acting along the same 
lines as does our United States Supreme Court, with 
full power to create and change and completely regu 
late the entire import tariff matter to final conclusions 
and comprehensive decisions? This would provide 
just, fair and unbiased decisions, intelligently arrived 
at conclusions, and prompt and more satisfactory de 
cisions than could be reached at in any other possibl: 
way, and it would relieve the too frequently disturbed 
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distressed business conditions that under present 
methods are of far too frequent occurrence. No mat- 
ter what the constitution provides, it has been fre- 
rently amended and may again be amended to suit

I’m butting in among the country hardware dealers 
wherever I find them now. Sometimes I can pick 
‘em up on the streets, at other times in stores and, 
of course, often they drop in on me regularly and 
they’re the goods for me all right for they know 
what I want to know and sometimes want to know 
what I know or think I know. They tell me lots. 
I had up the “money back” proposition with a 
good square Minnesota retailer a few days ago and 
he said: . 

“Have operated the ‘satisfaction guaranteed or 
money back’ policy for about 2 vears. Got the 
worst of it, too, at first and for a time was some- 
what discouraged. There are bound to be some peo- 
ple in every locality who will impose on you and this 
we must expect. However, I thrashed the subject 
out with myself and concluded that what was a good 
policy for the successful ones must also be for me. 
So I gave over this returned goods problem to one 
man—the best salesman I had—to see if we could not 
prevail upon those alleged disgruntled ones to buy 
something else. I put forth every possible effort to 
show them something which would satisfy them, mak- 
ing them feel that while we would just as soon have 
the goods as their money, we appreciated their trade 
to such an extent that we were willing to go to any 
trouble and pains to please them. Gradually we 
weeded out the undesirable customers and got the re- 
funds down to where they’re insignificant. My ad- 
vice would be “stick to your policy.” The women 
folks can do us more good with their tongues than 
any loss we will incur in giving them back their 
money occasionally.”

Switching to other trade making schemes the guess- 
ing contest came up. One of them told of the expe- 
rience of his brother who runs a large retail hard- 
ware store in one of the larger cities of New York 
state where they used a penny guessing scheme which 
proved very successful.

OBITUARY. 


William H. Pfahler. 

William H. Pfahler, who has for a number of years 
been prominently identified with the stove business, 
died at Pasadena, Cal., March 29th. He was born at 
Columbia, Pa., March 26, 1842, in which city, in com- 
pany with his father, he entered into the tin and stove 
business. When but I9 years of age he enlisted in the 
45th Regiment of Pennsylvania Volunteers. At the 
close of the war he returned to Columbia, where he 
opened a hardware store under the name of Pfahler & 
Herr, later becoming sole owner of the same. He 
continued in the hardware business until the tragic 
death of Mr, Keeley at Spuyten Duyvil, when he ac- 
cepted the position of general manager of the Keele) 
Stove Company, Spring City, Pa., which later removed 
to Columbia, Pa. In 1886 he became superintendent 
of the Abram Cox Stove Company of Philadelphia. 
He later became treasurer of this company, retiring in 
1905, but remaining a director of the company up to 
the date of his death. In 1906 he was made treasurer 
of the Model Heating Company, a new concern, which 
assumed the house heating boiler business of the 
Abram Cox Stove Company. He later was made 
president of the Model Heating Company, which he 
held until his death. 

He was affiliated with a number of prominent asso- 
ciations of Philadelphia, being an honorary member 
of the Administrative Council of the National Found 
ers’ Association, also the Administrative Council of 
the National Metal Trades Association. Mr. Pfahler 
was very much interested-in the work of the Stove 
Founders’ National Defense Association. Mr. Pfahler 
became president of the National Founders’ Associa 
tion, an organization formed to handle labor questions 
of founders. During recent years Mr. Pfahler’s health 
hindered his taking prominent part in the discussion 
of labor questions. He leaves a widow, a daughter and 
a son, the latter being A. E. Pfahler, treasurer of the 
Model Heating Co.

CUTS AND SEWS. 











By a recent invention of an Illinois woman it is now 
possible for dressmakers and tailors to cut a piece of 
goods and baste it at the same time. This wonderful 
piece of mechanism is attached to an ordinary pair of 
shears in a very simple manner, forming a combined 
cutter and baster. 

The sewing mechanism operates with the movement

of the shears, basting the fabrics as they are cut. Dur- 
ing the operation of cutting the shears move forward 
on the fabric, the length of the basting stitch depend- 
ing upon the extent of the forward movement of the 
shears at each step of the cutting. The mechanism 
consists of a needle and looper, with a spool carrying 
the thread attached to the shears. As the shears are 
closed the needle descends and when the shears are 
opened the needle rises, a stitch being thus made. Cus- 
tomarily the fabrics will be placed face to face, and 
as the shears are operated to cut the desired pattern, 
the needle and the looper baste the fabrics.

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WONDERFUL LIGHTNING. 








Demonstrations of Its Remarkable Force and Actions— 
Origin of the Lightning Stroke—Numerous Reports of 
Curious Freaks of Lightning—Protection From 
Lightning—Beneficial Results of 
Lightning Strokes.

No. 4. 

Many persons labor under the delusion that they would 
be safe from the destructive effects of thunderstorms if they 
sought underground places of refuge, such as caves, mines or 
other underground excavations. We have numerous phe- 
nomena to demonstrate the falsity of this reasoning. A 
lightning stroke does not in all cases lose its force as soon as 
it reaches the earth, it sometimes penetrates, and its effects 
are felt at great distances below the surface of the earth. 
This is very likely to be the case where lightning strikes the 
earth at places where there are croppings of metalliferous 
ores, or where the stratified condition of the earth or the 
nature of the soil is peculiarly adapted to conduct the charge 
of electricity that may fall upon it. This was undoubtedly 
the case in the following instance: At Nevin, Ind., June 11, 
1887, a large tree that stood on the edge of a pond was 
struck by lightning, when the water began sinking and 
soon the pond was perfectly dry. This charge of electricity 
passed down the tree, through the roots and opened up a 
subterranean passage, through which the pond was drained. 
At Farrandsville, Pa., on July 25, 1887, a singular occurrence 
took place at the fire clay mines of the Pittsburg Company. 
Lightning. struck the railroad track near the entrance to the 
mine, and in an instant the chambers of the mine were filled 
with the electric fluid. All the miners were stunned, and 
William Ross, the mine boss, and James Mull, Jr., were 
knocked down. None of them were seriously injured. The 
men who were in the mine at the time were all practical 
miners and say they never knew of a similar occurrence be- 
‘ore. In “Poggendorff’s Annalen” there is a record of this 
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nature. On July 5, 1855, while the miners working along 
a lode of ore, in the mines of Himmelsfurth, following their 
usual vocation, some 900 or 1,000 feet below the surface of 
the earth, were surprised by a brilliant flash, and by receiving 
sudden violent shocks. Some of them felt a blow on the 
legs and arms, others again felt it on their backs. One miner 
was thrown violently against one of the walls, and two others 
who had been working with their backs to each other, found 
themselves suddenly turned face to face. Each of these sup- 
posed the other had struck him on the back. Lightning had 
struck the earth and followed the vein of ore down into 
the mine. 

On July 3, 1897, near Shamokin, Pa., Charles Rutz, Eli 
Dreher, William Black and William Rutz were struck by 
lightning while working in the Reliance mine 1,000 feet be- 
neath the surface. They were all rendered unconscious, and 
Charles Rutz was speechless, while Dreher’s left arm was 
found paralyzed after he had recovered. Lightning struck 
at the head of the slope and followed the rails to the bottom 
and out to the face of the gangway, where the men were at 
work. The miners state that the dark chambers were bril- 
liantly illuminated as the lightning bolt rushed toward them, 
and supposing that mine gas had exploded they threw them- 
selves on their faces. 

It is interesting to note that demonstrations of lightning 
causing destructive effects occur, or are likely to occur, any- 
where on the surface of the earth on the plain, in the valley 
or on the mountain top, in the air and underground. We 
will now see if we could find a safe refuge upon the waters 
No doubt many of the readers are aware that lightning is 
very destructive to all objects surrounded by or situated upon 
water. Before Sir William Snow Harris perfected lightning 
conductors for ships many vessels were lost every year by 
lightning. On July 3, 1801, at Fernandina, Fla., a lighter 
connected with the work on the jetties was struck by lightning 
and five men were stricken down in an instant. On July 1, 
1891, at Duluth, Minn., the passenger steamer India, lying at 
the dock, had her top mast shattered. On August 18, 1891, at 
Alton, Ill, a peculiar phenomenon was observed during the 
terrific electric storm that prevailed at the time. The gentle- 
man. who saw it states that it appeared as if lightning struck 
the Mississippi river and as if four streaks of blue and yel- 
low flames came together. The odor of sulphur was dis- 
tinctly noticeable and the water was thrown up in clouds of 
spray. On March 14, 1893, lightning struck the Stonington 
Line steamer New Hampshire on her trip from New York 
to Stonington, doing considerable damage and_ greatly 
frightening the passengers. On June 9, 1894, the British 
schooner Sarah E. Douglass, from Nassau, arrived at the 
port of Baltimore with her rigging badly torn and in a 
leaking condition. She had been caught in a terrific storm 
and was twice struck by lightning. The Douglass, in com- 
mand of Captain Cameron, left Tarpum Bay June 1, that 
same afternoon a storm arose, the heavens grew dark and 
lightning flashed continuously. About 5 o’clock, while in 
latitude 26 degrees 8 minutes, there came a succession of 
vivid flashes, a bolt struck the top mast and shattered it, at 
the same time loosening the after rigging. The men were 
sent aloft to repair the damage when another bolt slit the 
rigging shook up the men. All night streaks of blue fire 
chased about the ship until the crew almost gave up hope. 
On July 17, 1894, at Denver, Colo., four boys were fishing in 
Argo Lake during a thunder storm. James Burrell was in- 
stantly killed by a flash of lightning and his body forced to 
the bottom of the lake, where it stuck in the mud; Robert 
Henry was paralyzed, and the other two were stunned. On 
August 26, 1894, at Atlantic City, N. J., William Carr was 
struck by lightning and instantly killed while bathing in the 
surf. The lightning struck him on the ieft temple and 
coursed down his left side, which it scarred, burnt and 


blackened.

Now with o as the center 
set dividers at 0 I and sweep until meeting at line 
A B. Then with o 2, and so on until all meet at 
line A B. From these points draw a line to C, and 
using C as center and dividers set to C B sweep each 
line indefinitely up to 0 as shown. For small end do 
the same. Then set dividers at same distance as used

in spacing semi-circle and space pattern starting from 
6 to I and passing on the other line and so on until 
you have spaced around the lines to o on the other 
side. Draw a line from o to C and a free-hand 
sketch through each point found as shown by the 
heavy line and you have your pattern complete. Allow 
for locks. This pattern is an easy one to draw when 
the workman understands it.

The mills of the Atlanta Sheet & Tinplate Com. 
pany of Atlanta, Ind., which have been idle for a long 
time, have been put into operation. 


The Cleveland Metal Roofing & Ceiling Co., of 
Cleveland, O., has been incorporated with a capitaliza- 
tion of $25,000.

We shall.use all the means _ possible 
within our power to educate our brother master to 
do work at a reasonable profit to himself by inaugurat- 
ing a schedule of prices to govern work in our dif- 
ferent localities. We favor the elimination of the re 
striction of apprenticeship believing that every bo) 
in America should have the opportunity to learn a 
trade.”

HARDWARE. 


Three months of the current year have flown and 

it was these three months that the hardware jobbing 
trade had counted upon as being the trying period 
resulting from our recent condition of panic. As the 
first of these three months passed and its footings 
were taken, it was discovered that the month had been 
not at all bad and in fact was much better than had 
been expected. The end of the second month in its 
footings showed an increase over the first month and 
an even more gratifying condition of trade, and now 
that we have run into the early days of April, we be- 
gin to realize that nothing had happened and that busi- 
ness is pretty good after all and that we are still 
doing business at the old stand with the very best of 
prospects for a complete year of wonderful prosperity 
for 1908. We all know that everybody in the West 
and in the Northwest who is doing business or who is 
working for somebody else or who is carrying on 
some enterprise of his own has money and plenty of 
money and is ready to spend it. In this respect the 
condition of this territory never was in better shape 
and never can be in better shape than it is to-day. Why 
these people would never have known there was a 
panic if it had not been for the telegraphs and the 
newspapers. Will the hardware trade get it’s share 
of this money? Of course it will, it caftnot help get- 
ting it and the people who have the idea that we are 
going to have a slow year for 1908 and that we are 
going to have trouble in;making ends meet are all 
out of line. The people of this Western country have 
grown too wise to be scared very hard or very long 
by anything in the shape of panics, and this is clearly 
proved by the fact that our late financial unpleasant- 
ness failed to break. up the prices on any of the com- 
modities in the hardware line. So we find prices after 
the panic just the same as prices before the panic 
and the most prosperous times. And prices have con- 
tinued steady and are steady to-day, practically 
throughout the entire hardware trade. We find wire 
products particularly active at the present time with 
a steadily increasing volume of business being done. 
Wire nails continue at $2.23, painted barb wire, $2.38; 
galvanized barb wire, $2.68; smooth annealed wire, 
$2.08 ; smooth galvanized wire, $2.38; polished staples, 
$2.23 ; galvanized staples, $2.63. The foregoing prices 
are for car lots to jobbers; for car lots to retailers add 
5c and for less than car lots to retails add 15c. 





TIN PLATE. 


The tin plate market is gradually getting into bet- 
ter shape. Orders are coming in more freely, and 
plants are gradually resuming. Business at present 
is mainly routine, but manufacturers are optimistic 
over the outlook. Prices are, 100-pound coke plates, 
$3.70 at Pittsburg mills, with the independents quot- 
ing $3.65.

COPPER. 

The surplus stocks of the metal in this country have 
been reduced through good buying during the past 
month, and the heavy exports to Europe, which are 
more than 21,000 tons, that there is not much spot 
copper in sight, and the amount in the hands of pro- 
ducers for delivery during April is not large. Some 
of the producing interests report having no copper to 
offer before June delivery. 

Reports from the various brass manufacturers and 
electrical concerns indicate a slowly growing volume 
of orders for finished material. While their order 
books for future delivery are comparatively bare, 
there is a good day-to-day business, and every pros- 
pect of its steady increase. The electrical companies 
have been helped out by orders for power transmis- 
sion equipment, both for domestic and foreign con- 
sumption, and the large companies are gradually in- 
creasing their working forces. Nothing in the way 
of large purchases can be expected from the railroads 
for some time to come, and not until the work of 
electrification of lines begins again on a large scale 
will the electrical equipment manufacturers return to 
the normal output. Casting copper is the weakest of 
all grades, and the demand is comparatively slow. 
Prices on the New York Metal Exchange were easier 
during the week, being %c lower in the bid, to 13@ 
133%c for lake, 13@13%c for electrolytic and. 1234@ 
13c for casting copper.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 


report: “The line of small orders for prompt shipment is 
as much in evidence as it has been, Some inquiries are for 
larger tonnage and in a few instances the deliveries specified 
are quite extended, all of which is encouraging. 

“A canvas of one of the largest consuming centers in the 
northwest shows a material gain over a month ago, which 
has been very gradual but steady and promises to continue 
Some branches, particularly those depending largely on ratl- 
road and trolley line equipment, are yet almost at a standstill, 
but most others report better. 

“Stocks on consumers’ yards are being gradually de- 
creased, which has called for the resumption of shipments on 
contracts already in existence. 

“Coke is without appreciable change. The demand is 
slight and production is meeting current needs. There is 
very little business under offer and the inquiry is at a mini- 
mum. The best brands are now at absolute bargain figures.” 


Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in ther 
weekly report: “Some concerns in the iron trade are busy, 
some are not so busy and some are not busy at all. Gen- 
erally speaking, things are exceedingly irregular. We have 
been making an attempt to find out what proportion of iron 
is now being melted compared to the amount melted in real!y 
good times. It has been quite impossible to fix any figures 
that are at all accurate. Apparently, however, as much iron 
is being melted to-day as is being made. But one thing is 
very certain, and that is that we have struck one of the dull, 
gray, monotonous periods in the business when nothing 
eventful occurs. For a month we have not gone down hill, 
nor have we gone up hill. We have simply been staying 
where we were and holding our ground. 

“Tt is a noticeable fact, however, that the whole trade, 
in spite of the long period that we have had of comparative 
quiet, is full of a spirit of optimism. Both consumers and 
producers feel more cheerful and view the outlook hopefully, 
and it is confidently expected with the coming of spring that 
this happier feeling will bear fruit in a real improvement in 
business.”
